NO DANGER OF REJECTION 

Just to make sure the new trade agreement 
is legally puncture-proof in all respects, par- 
liament will be asked to ratify the document 
subsequently, though it will come into effect on 
January first by order-in-council. 

The House of Commons will undoubtedly 
give assent, with enthusiasm, and perhaps with- 
out a division. Mr. Bennett could hardly stage 
a filibuster on this subject after claiming for a 
year that he was trying to negotiate a recipro- 
city agreement on his own; and there is no 
Teason to suppose he wants to. 

The Senate is of course a law unto itself, 
and no one can tell what the anti-Government 
majority there will do. Mr. Meighen, however, 
has been in politics long enough to know dyna- 
mite when he sees it. If his followers take his 
advice they are not likely to challenge a House 
of Commons which beyond any question repre- 
sents public opinion. 


THE DEADLOCK BROKEN 


A point to be noted is that Canada and the 
United States have done something more than 
make a trade agreement with each other. In 
doing that they have also laid down the basis 
on which they are willing to trade with other 
countries. 

The terms of this agreement become the 
“most favored nation” treatment either coun- 
try accords to foreign goods. As such they 
apply to all countries to which either Canada 
or the United States is pledged to give “most 
favored nation” treatment, and to any other 
countries which may make trade treaties with 
either of them on favored nation terms.

advance camps. Eighteen miles have been 
completed this year. If the country yet to be 
built through is as difficult as that thus far 
traversed, three or four years will probably be 
required to complete the highway. 

Since this work was undertaken rather to 
give employment to idle men than because the 
road is urgently needed, its construction sup- 
plies a sound argument why definite arrange- 
ments should be made at once to fill in the 
missing link westward from Jasper to Boat 
Encampment or to Blue River. 

Either of these extensions would connect up 
the highway system of Alberta with that of 
British Columbia, and open a through motor 
road from Edmonton to Vancouver. Comple- 
tion of the Jasper-Lake Louise highway, what- 
ever it may do in making the mountain parks 
more popular, will not cut a mile off the dis- 
tance from this city to the coast. It is in no 
sense a substitute for a direct route via Jasper 
to the coast—and Ottawa should be kept mind- 
ful of that fact. 

Park improvement is a continuing duty of 
the Dominion Government, and can and will be 
carried on as circumstances seem to warrant. 
With that the provinces have nothing to do. But 
since both Alberta and British Columbia have 
spent huge sums of money in building highways 
toward Jasper, they may fairly ask that federal 
assistance be given them in connecting up these 
highways, thus making Jasper accessible from 
both directions, and a point on a through motor 
road across the mountains to the coast. 

This would be a fitting time for the two 
provincial Governments to approach the Dom- 
inion Government with a view to getting a 
contract made and work started next spring 
from Jasper westward.

The Bulletin has been bringing to notice the 
plight of those folk who happen to be maimed 
on the highways, and have their autos smashed 
by reckless truck drivers who neither own a 
substantial equity in their trucks nor carry 
insurance. It suggests that truck owners and 
drivers should be required to carry liability 
insurance unless able to give some other guar- 
antee that in the event of causing damage to 
life and limb and property, they can provide 
compensation. 

One chap who doesn’t take any chance of 
being maimed or hurt by trucks or autos on 
the highway is Ed. “Strangler” Lewis, ex- 
heavy-weight wrestling champion. While I was 
at the coast, wrestling fans were disappointed 
because Lewis failed to turn up for a headline 
bout, and a substitute had to go on for him. 

It appears that Ed. had reached Portland 
by plane from California, too late to connect 
with the plane from Portland to Vancouver. 
Ted Thye—who, I think, wrestling fans have 
seen in action here—offered to drive Lewis from 
Portland to Vancouver in time for the bout, but 
Lewis wouldn't consent. “I'll fly or not go at 
all; there’s too much risk to driving,” he said 
—and he let his fat fee for the night’s work go 
rather than drive. 

The press wires hum every time a plane 
meets with an accident and people are hurt or 
killed, but there isn't a newspaper anywhere 
that could afford the space for all the auto 
fatalities that happen each day. In Canada 
alone, we killed 1,108 and injured 17,998 people 
with cars, last year. In United States the yearly 
death toll from automobiles is greater than its 
casualty list in the Greet War. 


The two most ‘elaine “sie in Canada 
this week are Harry O'Donnell of Toronto, 24- 
year-old gas station attendant, charged with 
the murder of Ruth Tayler, and his young wife 
in hospital with her first baby. 

The battered and assaulted body of Ruth 
Taylor, 20-year-old stenographer, was found 
in a ravine near the O’Dennell home. She had 
come to her death soon after alighting from a 
midnight streetcar on her way home. 

While Taylor’s wife lay convalescing with 
her baby, care was taken to shield her from 
knowledge of the horror that had settled on 
her home. The excuse was made that her hus- 
band was ill. The Toronto Daily Star went to 
the trouble each day to make up a special paper 
which contained no reference to the crime that 
was shocking Toronto. One copy was printed 
each day and set aside for delivery to the 
young mother, while new plates were cast con- 
taining details of the crime and of O’Donnell’s 
arrest. 

Last Saturday, the day on which the young 
mother and her babe were to be released from 
hospital the news that her husband was under 
arrest was broken to her. Can you think up a 
more harrowing situation—unless it is that of 
the dead girl with her head battered in.

Prostatic Disorders 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 

Prostatic disorders ere common in men past 
forty, and should receive attention earlier than 
it is usually given them. As a general rule, the 
patient delays treatment until the symptoms 
cause considerable discomfort. The prostate 
gland in men surrounds the neck of the bladder 
and the urethra and is made 
up of three lobes, being com- 
posed of both muscular and 
glandular tissue. An en- 
largement of the prostate 
may cause an obstruction at 
the neck of the bladder 
which interferes with the 
emptying of the liquid waste 
from this storage sac. The 
symptoms are chiefly those 
related to such interference 
and vary in different cases,

a great deal depending upon what portion of 


the prostate is enlarged and swollen. A com- 
paratively slight enlargement may serve to 
cause considerable obstruction when the en- 
largement occurs in certain locations, or in cer- 
tain directions, while a very large prostate may, 
on the other hand, cause no symptoms what- 
ever. 

The chief symptoms of enlargement of the 
prostate are those relating to the elimination of 
the fluid from the kidneys which has been 
stored in the bladder. Therefore, such symp- 
toms as the necessity to arise frequently sev- 
eral times during the night to empty the blad- 
der, burning sensation in the bladder, or 
difficulty in completely emptying the organ, 
are common symptoms. The patient usually 
develops bladder irritation, or cystitis, due to 
the decomposition of the fluid which is re- 
tained because of incomplete emptyng. The 
urethral orifice may be closed, requiring cathe- 
terization. The resulting cystitis may extend 
upward until it reaches the kidney. 

A differentiation should be made between 
the prostate which is congested and that which 
is inflamed; in the latter case, prostatits or in- 
flammation of the prostate, may be said to be 
present. 

The treatment to be used must necessarily 
depend upon the individual case. When the 
obstruction at the neck of the bladder is not 
pronounced, such measures as the application 
of heat, massage, and the adoption of a better 
diet, following a short fast, may produce satis- 
factory relief. Heat may be applied at home 
through the use of the hot Sitz bath, or through 
using rectal irrigations, allowing the warm 
water to run in and out. Electrical heat as 
secured by the use of the diathermy is an effec- 
tive treatment in many cases; however, this 
treatment is to be obtained in a doctor's office, 
as also is massage of the gland. The bladder 
irritation will often yield to copious water 
drinking, early in the day, which dilutes the 
fluid contained in the bladder. 

Severe cases are best handled through sur- 
gery, whereby a portion of the prostate gland is 
removed; or, if an operation is contraindicated, 
by catheterization. 
prostatic involvement becomes irritable or 

In a percentage of cases, the patient with a 
mentally depressed or may lack confidence or 
become prone to worry. Fortunately, these 
symptoms disappear when the prostate is 
relieved. 

A careful examination is required when the 
prostate is suspected of causing distress and the 
diagnosis should not be given hastily, but 
should only be made after all of the findings 
of the examination have been considered.

READER. 


Answer; You certainly are right, 
and you are right about one other 
thing also-ihat is that the mem- 
ber of the family who has the best 
financial judgment should handle 
the family finances. Sometimes 
this is the husband. Very often, 
as in your and your mother’s cases, 
it is the wife. 

By geod judgment and budget- 
ing her income, your mother was 
able to support the family in 
comfort and to lay up a little 
nest egg. I knew of another 
case in which a man whe had 
spent 25 years with his nose to 
the grindstone and always har- 
assed by bills, for his wife could 
never make their income cover 
their expenditures, sent her on a 
long visit of several months to 
a relative in a dis‘ant part of the 
country, When she returned she 
found that by handling the 
money judiciously he had paid 
up all of their debts and had a 
nice deposit in the savings bank. 


There are more family quarrels | 


over money than over every other 
cause combined, and every young 
couple should settle before mar- 
riage about how they are going to 
handle their financial problem, and 
determine how much is to be spen: 
and how it is to be spent, 
how much laid aside for the rainy 
day that is sure to come to us ail. 

Inasmuch as our happiness and 
our prosperity depend apon 

learning how to spend moncy 

wisely, it is of the utmost im- 

Portance that children should be

At all times the child is per- 
mitted to earn money in addition 
to its allowance, but no money is 
ever given to it. If Mary wants 
an additional quarter she ig al- 
lowed to work it out by washing 


the dishes or taking care of the 
baby -or some other household 
task. If John needs 50 cents he 


cen cut the grass or wash the car, 
but he mekes the money. And this 
lesson is invaluable for it teaches 
the great lesson of prosperity, that 
there is no easy money and that 
what we want, we must work for.
